As owners of 684 Summer Avenue, 
a six-family apartment house, we beg 
to call your attention to the fact that 
the neighborhood in which this apart- 
ment is located is a residential one 
with the exception of a few grocery 
stores, butcher stores and the like, 
from whom the occupants of the sur- 
rounding apartment houses and pri- 
vate houses purchase their necessities. 


There never has been any factory or 
manufacturing plant in the neighbor- 
hood. There are some private garages 
in the neighborhood and one large 
business garage, the latter being lo- 
ca at 690 Summer Avenue, Newark, 
N. J. Some months ago the garage 
was vacated and subsequently the 
Gilby Wire & Die Company took pos- 
session and still have possession.

Mayor Gillen: The matter of this 
gas increase, gentlemen, I think we 
ought to discuss it for a moment. Os- 
tensibly it has been increased from 
$1.15 per thousand cubic feet to $1.40 
per thousand cubic feet, and at the 
same time the Public Utilities Corn- 
mission has permitted the quality to 
be reduced. Under this decision the 
Public Service Gas Company is receiv- 
ing probably the full amount that it 
asked—$1.55--so that this rate of 
$1.40 in big type is a mere matter of 
camouflage. From time to time when 
the Public Service made application 
for increases in rates various munici- 
palities throughout the State engaged 
counsel and experts to appear before 
the Board of Public Utilities Commis- 
sioners to present our case and fight it 
out. Despite the fact that we have 
spent thousands and thousands of dol- 
lars the Public Service Gas Company 
seems to be able to get everything that 
it asks for. There never seems to be 
any objection to its terms at all by 
this Board of Public Utilities Com- 
missioners. 


In the last gubernatorial campaign 
the question was fought out as to why 
this Board of Public Utilities Commis- 
sioners should be continued in office 
because of its seemingly one-sided ac- 
tion in all of these matters, because 
it seemed to take the side of the Pub- 
lic Service at all times. It was finally 
decided that the present Board of 
Publie Utilities Commissioners had 
reached the end of its usefulness and 
should be abolished, or at least that 
the present members should be re- 
moved.

5, 1907, for their acceptance or rejec- 
tion. An election was duly held and 
the question duly submitted to the 
voters, the returns of which election 
were spread at large upon the minutes 
of the Commen Council meeting of 
December 6, 1907, showing a total 
number of votes on the poll lists of 
48,003; total number of ballots re- 
jected, 768; total number of votes for 
adoption of this referendum provision, 
18,005; total number of votes for its 
rejection, 4,889; so that the affirmative 
of this question was carried by a ma- 
jority vote of 18,116. Hence the act 
was rendered operative in the City of 
Newark, but it does not appear that 
any further action was taken by the 
Common Council or any other munici- 
pal agency toward putting into effect 
the provisions of this law. This act 
of July 5, 1906, was specifically re- 
pealed by Chapter 204 of the Laws of 
1917, entitled: 


“An Act to repeal sundry acts rela- 
tive to cities.” 


This repealer was approved March 
29, 1917, but did not become effective 
until February 1, 1918. This repealing 
chapter (204) is an act complementary 
to the so-called Home Rule Act, which 
is known as 


Chapter 152, P. L. 1917, 


and repeals specifically a great num- 
ber of acts relating to cities, among 
others, the act under consideration. 
There is, however, a provision in this 
repealing statute that 
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“Nothing in this act contamed shall 
affect any action, suit or proceeding 
instituted, pending and undeter- 
mined or any matter undertaken by 
or on behalf of any municipality and 
which was commenced before this 
act shall take effect.” 


Since no action or proceeding was 
ever undertaken by the municipal au- 
thorities following the election of No- 
vember 5, 1907, I am of the opinion 
that this specific repealer became ef- 
fective as to Newark’s referendum ac- 
tion on February 1, 1918, when the re- 
pealer took effect. I do not think that 
the mere holding of the election and 
the spreading of the returns thereof 
upon the minutes of the Common 
Council can be considered as a matter 
of undertaken and commenced before 
the repealing act took effect, so as to 
have the statute in question from the 
effect of this specific repealer; but 
even if it might be argued that the 
submission to the voters was the un- 
dertaking of this matter and the com- 
mencement of it by or on behalf of the 
municipality before the repealing act 
took effect, and that, therefore, it was 
taken out of the operation of the re- 
pealer, yet the so-called Home Rule 
Act (Chapter 152, supra) certainly re- 
peals this act of July 5, 1906, by im- 
plication, for the so-called Home Rule 
Act of 1917, in 


Article XXXIII, Sections 1, 2 and 3, 
contains ample provisions for the ac- 
quirement or construction of munici- 
pal plants for generating gas, steam, 
electricity for lighting, heating or 
power and for the submission of the 
question to a popular referendum vote. 
Section 3 of said article provides: 


“No municipality shall acquire or 
construct any light, heat or power 
‚plant or works until a majority of 


the legal voters voting at an election 
(which election shall be advertised, 
held and conducted in accordance 
with the general laws of this State) 
shall vote so to do.” 


Then follow specific provisions for the 
proper submission of the question. In 
said Municipalities’ Act (Chapter 152, 
supra), there is also a provision for 
the acquirement by municipalities of 
various other utilities, including a 
water supply, and in 


Section 2 of Article XXXII (P. L. 
1917, Chapter 152), 


relating to water supply, the identical 
language of Section 3, Article XXXII, 
supra, relating to light, heat and 
power plants, is employed, except that 
in the section relating to water supply 
the following further language is 
used: 


“Provided, however, that this sec- 
tion shall not apply to municipalities 
which, at the time of the approval 
of this act shall be providing and 
supplying water for the public and 
private use of such municipality and 
its inhabitants, nor to municipalities 
in which a majority of the legal 
voters voting at any election shall 
have therefore voted so to do, nor 
to municipalities which shall have 
adopted any act authorizing such 
municipality to supply water for 
public and private uses.” 


This language just quoted, or any 
similar language, is absent from the 
referendum provision in Section 3, Ar- 
ticle XXXIII, supra, of the light, heat 
and power plant provision, and its ab- 
sence would indicate a legislative in- 
tent that Article XX XIII would be ap- 
plicable even to such municipalities in 
which a majority of the legal voters 
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should have, theretofore, voted for a 
hghting plant and to municipalities 
which might have adopted an act au- 
thorizing them to acquire or construct 
a lighting plant for public and private 
uses, 

The effect of the adoption by the 
legal voters in 1907 of the provisions of 


Chapter 828, P. L. 1906, 


merely put the act in operation, so 
that the municipality might move 
thereunder, through its proper officers, 
if it saw fit so to do, and had any ac- 
tion been thereafter taken up to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1918, or had a bond issue been 
authorized and bonds issued for the 
performance of any work thereunder, 
the act would remain in operation and 
not become entirely superseded or 
rendered void in toto by ' 


Article XXXIII of Chapter 152, P. L. 
1917. 


1 might further add that under the 
Home Rule Act, your Board may be 
petitioned by 20 per cent. of the legal 
voters of the municipality to adopt a 
resolution to submit the referendum 
under such act, or, in the language of 
the act, 


“said governing body may pass such 
resolution, without any petition 
being presented to it.”

Mayor Gillen: I think in that case 
the Law Department ought to be di- 
rected to prepare the necessary reso- 
lution to put it on the ballot in this 
coming election, not alone because of 


the increased cost of gas and electric- 
ity, but also because of the inability 
of the Public Service to give the 
proper supply of electric current and 
gas when required. I know myself of 
several big factories that would have 
located here within the past year or 
so had they been able to procure 
power. They would have built their 
plants and located here, but went else- 
where when they found they were un- 
able to get power from the Electric 
Company. It is only a question of 
time when this should become, it 
seems to me, a function of the City 
Government to supply manufacturers 
with sufficient power. Somebody said 
these factories could install their own 
plants, but they tell me it would take 
two or three years to put power plants 
in their factories. These factories 
have been compelled to go elsewhere 
and Newark has suffered serious 
losses because of the inability of the 
Public Service to supply this power, 
and I think if we initiate this move- 
ment now it will give the city power 
to proceed at some opportune time 
with the construction of a plant of this 
character. 


Commissioner Brennan: Would it 
not be possible to construct a hydro- 
electric plant in the watershed? 


Mayor Gillen: We had that up in 
the old Board of Works and it was 
found that the cost of installing such 
a plant and arranging the flow of 
water would be too expensive. They 
would have to divert a stream to bring 
it up over a mountain to obtain a suf- 
ficient fall. The engineers at that 
time also claimed there would be a 
considerable loss of power in transmis- 
sion from there to here. The Board 
might direct that this feature be 
looked into. 
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Commissioner Archibald: I think 
we should go into the whole thing. 


Commissioner Brennan moved that 
the Law Department be requested to 
prepare resolution for presentation at. 
the next meeting of this Board for 
presentation to the people on referen- 
dum at the next election, the question 
of the construction of a power plant.

Dear Sir: 


In further reply to your letter of 
July 15th, enclosing copy of resolu- 
tions adopted by the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Newark rela- 
tive to nuisances caused by the dis- 
charge of fumes from certain manu- 
facturing located in Irvington, near 
Newark, we beg to state that your let- 
ter with resolutions was referred to 
the Attorney General with a request 
for an opinion concerning action which 
might be taken by the State Depart- 
ment of Health in these cases. We 
have just received an opinion from At- 
torney General McCran in response to 
our letter and we are sending a copy 
of the same to you enclosed herewith. 


You will note that the Attorney 
General has advised us that in order 
to successfully prosecute persons re- 
sponsible for said nuisances under the 
provisions of the health laws, it will be 
necessary to prove by satisfactory wit- 
nesses, such as competent physicians, 
that certain persons have been made 
ill by said nuisances and that the 
nuisances are without doubt hazardous 
to the public health. We have in times 
past requested opinions from former 
Attorney Generals concerning such 
cases and have uniformly been advised 
as above. We have also been further 
advised that the best way to secure 
abatement of nuisances of this charac- 
ter is for interested citizens or govern- 


ing authorities to jom together and 
seek to have the persons responsible 
for said nuisance restrained by the 
Court of Chancery, as in such an ac- 
tion it is not necessary to prove injury 
to health, but merely that an annoying 
nuisance and one which is damaging 
to property exists,

Gentlemen: 


With reference to the expenses inci- 
dent to the handling of matters rela- 
tive to Primary Election and General 
Election, it is my contention that the 
county should pay all bills covering 
same contracted for by the city, and 
with that thought in mind, T consulted 
with City Counsel Congleton some two 
months ago, and after looking into the 
matter he concurred in my belief that 
the expenses are properly chargeable 
to the County of Essex. 


Bills covering the Presidential Pri- 
mary amounting to $11,454.65 were re- 
ferred to the Board of Freeholders for 
payment. Additional items covering 
expenses incurred in connection with 
the coming Primary Election have also 
been referred to that body for pay- 
ment. I have been advised that the 
Board of Freeholders have referred 
the matter to County Counsel Pilgrim, 
who has advised the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Board of Freeholders that it 
is his opinion that the county should 
not pay these bills. 


I have conferred with Acting Aud- 
itor Brady and he states he will not 
approve for payment pending expendi- 
tures in connection with the Primary 
Election for the reason that he concurs 
in the contention of the writer and the 
City Counsel that these expenses are 
properly chargeable to the county and 
should be paid by that body. 


In view of the fact that I am 
charged with certain duties in connec- 
tion with the handling of election ma- 
chinery, which involve contracting for 
various expenditures, and in view of 
the fact that neither the city nor the 
county will authorize payment, I am 


“ submitting this matter to your honor- 


able body for consideration, and rec- 
ommend that an expeditious deeision 
be obtained so that the work may be 
properly performed. 


I have found it necessary to engage 
temporary help in connection with the 
coming election and am unable to have 
these bills paid. 


I recommend that your honorable 
body authorize the City Counsel to in- 
stitute proceedings against the Board 
of Freeholders so that we may be 
clothed with a legal decision which will 


clearly indicate as to who is respon- 
sible for the payment of these ex- 
penses. ' 


I also recommend that the mean- 
time pending this action that the city 
honor for payment such expenses as 
are incurred, and if the courts decide 
that the county is responsible then it 
would, in my mind, be consistent for 
the city to bill the county and collect 
therefor. 


May I most respectfully request that 
you take the necessary action imme- 
diately so that this matter may be con- 
sistently adjusted as soon as possible.
